A 
team may compete in only the section for which it 
is entered. (Note: This provides for demonstrations 
by individual 4-H Club members. Individual demon- 
strations will not compete against team demonstrations. ) 


SCORE CARD FOR 4~H DEMONSTRATIONS ..The score card for judging 4-H 
demonstrations will be the same as used in the 
4-H division at the 1938 National Dairy Show.

YOUTH CAMP ACCOMMODATIONS 


(For boys and men only. Girls will be housed in dormitories 
of Baldwin Wallace College, which is five blocks from camp.) 


Housing — Buildings — Five large exhibit buildings with 
concrete floors will be filled with cots, dormitory style, to 
accommodate 700. 

Tents — Special areas of the fair grounds will be set aside 
for tents which individuals may bring from home or rent 
from the camp management. 

Trailers — Special areas will be set aside for trailers. 

Meals — Breakfast — will be the only meal served in the 
dining room on the fair grounds. : 

Other Meals — Available at lunch counter in Hall of 
Youth on World’s Poultry Congress grounds for 35 to 50 
cents. Those reaching camp after breakfast may secure 
meals at Case’s Restaurant in Berea, about one-quarter 
mile from camp, at reasonable rates. 

Health — Regulations as submitted by County Health Board. 

Medical Aid — A local doctor will be on call day and 
night. One Local Boy Scout Troop will be detailed to the 
camp each day for first aid work. 

Two nurses will be on the grounds from 6:00 p.m. to 
8:00 a.m. for first aid. 

Drinking Water — will be available in all buildings; will 
be first run through special coolers. 

Toilet Facilities — Adequate, sanitary and strictly 
regulated. 

Wash Bowls a.id Basins — Adequate to accommodate one 
thousand. 

Showers — Available at three buildings (cold water only). 

Private Cooking — on camp grounds will be prohibited 
due to possibilities for food contamination in summer. 

Hot Water — will be available for shaving only. 

Police Protection — Two policemen will be on duty day 
and night throughout the camping period for protection of 
campers’ property. 

Camp Bank—will be established on fhe grounds to take care of 
travelers’ checks, currency, and valuables for accommodation 
of campers. There will be no charge for this service. 


Admittance to Camp Grounds — By special identification 
card or badge only. 
Transportation — Camp is sixteen miles from World’s 
Poultry Congress Buildings. 
Chartered Buses from camp and dormitories to World’s 
Poultry Congress, or 
Regular Buses —Two blocks from camp grounds to 
within two blocks of World’s Poultry Congress Buildings. 
Those coming to the World’s Poultry Congress in private 
cars or chartered buses may use same for transportation 
of own group only. (Bus company regulations.) 
Parking — Ai Camp — No charge will be made for parking 
private cars or chartered buses on camp grounds. 
Near World’s Poultry Congress Grounds —from 25 
cents up per car per day. 


Women — Contestants, advisors, etc., will be housed in 
girls’ dormitories at Baldwin Wallace College. Accommo- 
dations for 192 in single beds. 

Cost — (1) For campers in buildings: 

(a) Including cot, blanket, double sheet, towel, breakfast, 
and round trip transportation to World’s Poultry 
Congress in chartered buses — $1.50 per day. 

(b) Same as above, but without transportation — $1.25. 

(2) For campers with their own trailer or tent: 

(a) Cot and blanket, 50 cents per night. 

(b) Double sheet and towel, 20 cents. 

(ce) Breakfast, 35 cents. 

(d) Camping privilege, 15 cents per person per night. 

(e) Round trip transportation in chartered buses, 40 cents. 

(3) All campers will be required to deposit $1.00 at 
time of making reservation for camp. This will be 
returned upon departure if all rented property is 
returned without damage. 
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Families — of boys or girls attending World’s Poultry 
* Congress may obtain rooms in private homes in Berea at 
$1.00 per person. (Between 1000 and 1500 rooms registered.) 
Preferance for Camp Accommodation Will Be Given 

As Follows: 

(1) To contestants and coaches, leaders or chaperones. 
(Colored boys and girls will be housed separately.) 

(2) To organized groups of members (white or colored) of 
4-H Clubs, F.F.A., Rural Boy Scouts, New Farmers of 
America, and College Poultry Science Clubs. 

(3) To parents and friends of youth in camp. 

(4) To other organized youth groups. 

How to Reach the Youth Camp — See map on back of 
folder. Buses will be on hand for transportation of those 
arriving by train. Bus tickets to the camp may be pur- 
chased at information booth in Hall of Youth. 

Camp Regulations — For the purpose of insuring comfort 
and safety of campers, will be posted in all buildings. 

Mail — The official mail address of all persons attending the 
Youth Camp will be as follows: care of W.P.C. Camp, 
Cuyahoga County Fair Grounds, Berea, Ohio.
